Ho Imd been drinking, aud it is supposed that 
ho was slightly nudor tho inilueuco of liquor 
a', the timo. Ho had a revolver in Lin vost 
pocket, and it is said Jliss Turner happened to 
lot her handkerchief fall on tho floor, when 
Burns gallantly stooped to pick it np. Being 
unsteady in his movements, tho pistol fell 
from liis pocket to tho iloor and exploded. The 
ball struck him just about tho right nipple, 
and pausing into tho region of the heart In- 
flicted a wound from which lie died in a few 
minutes. 


Miss Turner hastily raised tho blooding form 


of her lover to tho sofa, and started to rush for 
a physician, but ho called her back, Baying 
that to was conscious that ho could live but a 
few minutes. Ho asked her to put her arm 
around hia nock. Tho weeping woman did so, 
and Burns broathod his last iu hia sweet- 
heart's arms, and told hpr that was tho way he 
had wished to die. When members) of nor 
family, attracted by a piercing shriek, rushed 
to tho room thoy found Biirns dead on tho 
unfa and Miss Turner lying in a swoon over 
his bodv, her face and lialr bathed in the blood 
which flowed from hia wound.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. li—The American 


Public Health association mCvagain this morn- 
ing, wilh 1'i-L-didont Keil/.iu in the chair. 


A paper by Dr. Joseph ]{. Smith, niiidicul 


director of th:; duparinii'int of Texas, was read 
by Dr. J. H. llaiich, secretary uf tho fllinuis 
Stale Board of Tloiilth. J: gave tho result,-, of 
tho observations in regard to tlin relative yizo 
of tho liver and spleen, and the normal tem- 
perature in Texas cattlo. 


In a diac'.ission of the paper Dra. Evan, of 


Texas, and Hunt, of Now Jersey, expressed 
tho opinion that tho Texas cattls fever was a 
disease that dovolopod whei^ho animals wore 
removed from their native stato to other cli- 
niatos, and said that tho study of the condi- 
tions of its dovolopmcnt <tras most imporlan* 
in tho interest of science, and an a means of 
ascertaining the meana of preventing that and 
other similar diseases. 


Dr. Elisha Harris, of New York, especially 
r.rgod that tho fullest investigation of the 
pathology and etiology of s'.ich diseases bo 
promptly made, and his name, with that of 
Dr. J. 11. Smith, was added to tho standing 
committee on cattlo diseases. 


Dr. E. E. Holman, o.° Chicago, read a paper 


on stock transportation, in which ho gave 
startling instances of tho cruelty practiced 
upon cattlo and hogs during their long jour- 
ney from tho wost to tho eastern markets. Ho 
said there was a habit of aalting cattlo before 
they started, and then leaving them one hun- 
dred hcmra without "water, tho ownorB believ- 
ing tho absouce of water in tho auimaft would 
compensate for tho disadvantages resulting 
from tho horrible cruelty practiced. 


Dr. T. P. Wilson, of Ann Arbor, road a pa- 


par on "Ljfo oa Wheels," estimating that thoro 
wore constantly a million and a half of poo- 
plo traveling on railroads, besides those em- 
ployed on tho linea. Ho was convinced that 
more attention ahould bo given totr.o hygionic 
needs of railway travelers, and thought, most 
of tho managers would bo thankful for sug- 
gestions from the association. The absence 
of fresh air, of facilities for equable temper- 
ature and of pure wator ho cited as points do- 
rnandiiirj jmmodiato attQn.tio.ri.

More inturcsting still, and oven grand, 


are the i'amous sand banks near Welling- 
ton Bay, on Lake Ontario. They are' 
reached by a beautiful drive of ten miles 
from picton. Ap.irt from the sand banks' 
the locality is such as should make it one' 
of the favorite summer resorts on Lake 
Ontario. 
The lak« shore near- the sand 


banks is indented with a succession of 
rock-paved bays, whose gradually slioal- 
ing margins afford rare bathing grounds, 
East and West Lakes, each rive miles 
long, and the latter dotted with islands,; 
are separated from Lake Ontario by nar-! 
row strips of beach. Over the two mile! 
wide isthmus separating the little lakes, 
the sand banks, whose glistening heights 
are visible miles away, fro approached,! 
On near approach they are hidden by, 
cedar woods, till the roadway in front is] 
barred by the advancing bank, to avoid 
which a roadway through the woods has 
been constructed up to the eastern endi 
of the sand range. Thesand banks stretch: 
like n crescent along the shore, the 
concave side turned to the lake, along 
which it leaves a pi-bbly beach. 
The 


length of the crescent is over two miles 
the width 600 to 3,000 or 4,000 feet. If 
the distant view, or the steep, white 
front of tho banks advancing and over-. 
whelming the cedar wood, and tho grain-' 
fields, is grand, the view from the top of 
the range is doubly so; it ,?ivals Niag- 
ara. 
: 


Clambering up the ateep end of the 


range among trees nnd grape-vines, tho 


throu-h pouch' i wooded summit is gained at an eleva-' 
11 " • tion of nearly 150 feet. Passing along 


tho top, the woods soon disappear, aim1 
we emerge on a wild vfaste of deli-' 
cntely-tintcd saffron, 
rising from tl^o 


slate-colored .beach in gentle undula- 
tion, and sleepily falling on the other 
side down to greon pastures and into the 
cedar woods. Tho whole surface of this 
gradually undulating mountain desert is 
ribbed by little wavelets a few inches 
apart, but the general aspect is one of 
perfect smoothness. The sand Is almost 
as fine as flour, and contains no admix- 
ture of dust. The foot sinks only an 
inch or two in walking over it; children 
roll about on it and down its slopes, and 
rising shako themselves till their clothing 
loses every trace of sand. 
Occasionally 


gusts stream over the wild waste, raising 
a dense drift to a height of a foot or two 
only, and streaming like a fringe over 
the steep northern edge. Though the 
sun is blazing down on the glistening 
wilderness, there is little sensation of heat, 
for the cool hike breeze is ever blowing. 
On the Landward side the insidious ap- 
proach of the devouring sand is well 
marked. One hundred and iifty foot 
below tho foot of this moving mountain 
is sharply defined against the vivid green 
of the pastures, on which the grass grows 
luxuriantly to within an inch of the 
sandwall. The ferns of the cedar woods 
almost drop against the sandy slope. The 
roots of the trees arc bare along tho white 
edge; a foot or two nearer and the sand 
buries the feet of the cedars; u few yards 
nearer still the bare trunks disappear; 
still nearer only the withered topmost 
twigs of the submerged forest aro seen, 
and then, far over the tree-tops, stands 
the sand range. Perpetual ice is found 
under the foot of this steep slope, the 
sand covering and 
consolidating the 


snows drifted over the hill during the 
winter months. There 
is something 


awe-inspiring in the slow, quiet, but 
resistless advance of the mountain front. 
Field and forest alike become completely 
submerged. Ten years ago a farm house 
was swallowed up, not to emerge into the 
light until the huge sand wave has passed 
over.—Piclon Cor. Toronto Globe.

The sensation of tho hour in Paris is tho 


case of JeanMistral, who has been forty- 
two years in tho private lunatic asylum 
of St. Remy, in Provence. 
He was, it is 


now admitted all round, of sound mind 
when his father, on a doctor's certificate 
and in virtue of the law of 1838, locked 
him up there. 
Hi.s reason for incarcer- 


ating Ins son was to prevent his remarry- 
ing a Polish lady whom, in good faith he 
had married abroad. Tho marriage cer- 
emony, on the petition of the elder Mis- 
tral, had been set aside by a French tri- 
bunal because thsre had been insufficient 
publication, and other formalities pre- 
scribed by the code had not been ob- 
served. Old Mistral was a very wealthy 
manufacturer of jet and beads. He 
wanted his only son to heap fortune upon 
.fortune in marrying the hcircssof a Mar- 
seilles shipowner. The Polish lady was 
very beautiful, of honorable life, but 


i poor, and she had been obliged to turn 
an enthralling voice to mercantile ac- 
count by singing in theatres and at con- 
certs. Jean Mistral was taking steps tr> 
, marry her according to French- law, when 
his father ono clay ran agaihsthim-in tho 
high' street of Tarascon in. the year 1840, 
•and cried out to a couple,: of; policemen 
jwhO'Wpre -with him to arrestthe madman. 
I'.-'Th'e son made a desperate-'fight for his 
Iliberty/and soldiers word-called in. He 
was subjugated, and sent O.ff manacled 


• .to'an asylum near Moutpellier,. where ho 
still is.- The fact that ho resisted la force 
publiquc wastakcnas confirmation of the 
doctor's kttre de cachet or certificate, and 
he was treated for raging lunacy. Old 
Mistral died soon after. 
The fortune 


that he made in glass trinkets went 
equally to the captive at Montpcllier and 
to his sister Mine. Barnard. As it was a 
great one, tho Barnards kept tho alleged 
imadman in 
durance. His wife (tho 


;.Polish woman, who in law was no wife) 
died when he had been a score of years 
locked up. Her daughter, after an in- 
'tcrval of six monthe. followed her to tho 
grave. Old Mistral 
had caused the 


former to be expelled from France on 
ihe ground that she was a bad character, 
^was disturbing the peace of a respectable 
^and rich family, and had no visible means 
of existence. Technically she was a 
^vagabond, as she was reduced to go from 
ione small town to another to sing in 
':cafes. Soon after she was turned out of 
'France she gave birth to a daughter in 
(Switzerland. Mother and child died in 
| extreme poverty some years later. 


The news of their death threw the 


prisoner in the asylum into a state of 
frenzy. 
The fortune inherited by-Jean 


Mistral from his father has gone on ac- 
cumulating nt a simple and compound 
interest, und has been very carefully 
i nursed by the Barnards, who :lre his 
j heirs apparent. M. Fournier, who has 
'been exerting himself to get the lunatic 
released from the asylum, is his first 
cousin. According to an article in the 
Civil Code, a rich madman or madwoman 
is not to be confined in a madhouse, but 
placed under treatment at home, and is 
to be provided with a domestic establish- 
ment corresponding with his or her year- 
ly revenue. Mistral 
is an ordinary 


I boarder atjthe asylum, where he has passed 
nearly half a century, and is allowed one 
; man-servant, whose business is not to 
i minister to his comfort, but to prevent 
jhim escaping.—Pall Mall Gazette.

the Address or Hon. Charles tS- 


The republicans of the city turned out 


in goodly numbers last night, at'Lappin's 
music hall, to hear Hon. C. G. Williams, 
the republican candidate for congress, 
and at an early hour the hall 
wan 


crowded with a first-class audience of 
ladies aud gentlemen. Tho meeting was 
presided over by Hon. James Sutherland, 
and the stago was occupied by many of 
our older citizens, who have always 
acted in harmony with the republican 
party. After music by the Bower City 
Baud, tho speaker was introduced by the 
chairman. Mr. Williams alluded to tho 
personal attacks made against him by 
Ms opponents, especially by those who 
now call themselves the indopendent re- 
publicans.

by those who originated tho Delavau in- 
dependent movement, not forgetting to 
allude, at length, to that portion -who re- 
side iu this city, and tho part he and they 
took in the senatorial contest of last win- 
ter at Madison. 


Tho speaker went through aud explain- 


ed the war record of the independent 
candidate for congress iu this district, 
quoting from the records ot that day 
showing that the candidate ot the inde- 
pendents was in hearty sympathy aud 
support of the anti-war party.

cluded his remarks ou this point by say- 
ing that he himself heard and saw his op- 
ponent candidate applaud C, L. Valland- 
iugham in the Chicago peace convention 
of 'G3, and could prove that it was true.

Our 
sea coast was greater than that of any ot 
tho monarchical governments of Europe, 
yet we expended less for our improve- 
ments. This bill must become a law, or 
all the works -would be stopped and tho 
materials ou hand sold, and the govern- 
ment would, in the end, lose more money 
than the amount named ia the bill.
